Such an inprossion, however, would be incorrect as 
certain sections of the Department were unable to accept the analy sis 
of the Spanish situation which the BjemorandutB contains. It is believed 
that this fact was clearly presented to the CIA analysts during 
consultations held in reference to the Ksseorara itqp, but strong effort 
was not wade to secure acceptance of our viewpoint inasmuch as the paper 
w»s not forraaUy presented to us for concurrence or dissent and 
iaassaich as OTR was inforaed that the iseisorandue was intended only for 
internal CIA oonsuepticn. 


Thia has caused sob* embarrassment and we hope therefore that 
Measures will be taken to prevent the recurrence of such difficulties.
